To Mr. Ferguson Gilligan confessed
to the killing of Turner,but claimed that
he did it in self defanse.

The House passed a number of House
bille, The following were the most im-
portaot :

To facilitate the conatruction of tele-
graph sod telephone lines mlong the
line of railway¢; amending the charter
of the Title and Trust Company to the
Southern Trust Company and amend-
ing the charter of the Virginia Mercan-
tile and Bafe Deposit Company of Rich-
mond; to proyide for the reduction of
the capital stock and the lasue of spe-
cial stock of the Southern Railway
Company; to repeal an act approved
February 2, 1898, entitled ap act to
provide for workiog a certain road in
Fairfax county snd to make applicable
thereto the provirions of an act ap-
proved February 20, 1896; toamend -o
act to provide for the working of roads
in Fauguier county; to incorporate
the Unildren’s Home Hociety of Virginia;
to provide for the recordation by clerks
of the County or (forporation courta of
lists of conveyances aod partitions that
may have been returned thereto by the
clerk of the (eneral (lourt, and may
now be found therein, and declaring the
effect to be given said lista when 80 re-
recorded,

Benator Morris, in reportiog for the
joint committee appointed to wait oo
Seoator Martin and notify him of his
election, stated that Senator Martin re-
quested the committee to assure the
general assembly of his grateful appre-
ciation of the hooor and to mssure it
that he woulu accept, A few minutes
later Mr, and Mre. Martin visited tbe
Capitol, and the latter spent some tiwe
in the Benate chamber chatting with
the Senator’s friende,

The measure to provide against law-
yers going from Virginia to other States
for the purpose of securing licensgs in
order to avoid the rigid examinations
in this State, and then returning to
Yirginia to practice, was discussed by
the Courts of Justice commiitee. No
final action was taken, but the biil was
passed by for further action.

‘The measure prov.ding for the merg-
ing of spring and fall elections, was re-
ported favorably from the Courts of
Justice committee, to take eflect at the
fall election of 1901, This bill does
away with the spring elections, and
hae a tendency to curiail largely elec
tion expenses, The measure is a joint
resolution that went through the House
and Benate at the last session, but waa
pever finally acted upon.

The proposed amendment to the con-
stitution in reference to the taxing of
oyster tongers waa relerred toa sub-
committee to draft a bill to carry out
the intent of the measure.

The finance committee considered the
Cardwell Negro Reformatory bill,which
provides that the reformatory be placed
on the same footing as that of the Lau-
rel Iostitute. The bill was passed by
for further consideration.

After a long fight laat night the House
committee on roacs decided by a vote
of six to five to rep.rt favorably the bill
of Mr. Epps providlnﬁ‘for separale cars
for the two races. There was a big
crowd io the ball and mnch interest
was felt in the discussion. The Baker
and McAllister substitutes were hoth
coneidered and yarious amerdments
were offered, but they were all voted
down
Mr. Epps 80 smended his bill as to
exclude Pullman cars and through ex:
pregs traing from the operation of the
law, He made a strong plea for the

measure and woold not acoept any com-
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mise. Mr. Willard and Mr. Hume
fought to have certain local trains
ruoning into Wasbingion exempted,
but this was deniet.

The plan, it is eaid, iato
concentrate for an atiack on the Boers’
extreme right, Nearly all the experte
and military authorities doubt if Buller
will attempt to attack the Boers oo the
right, left and centre. Ii is pointed
out that to split the ermy in three parts
would be dangerous tactics, and permit
the Boers to engage the British piece-
meal. Reporte would indicate that
Buller i not yet ready for his attack to
relieve Ladysmith, However, the
silence maintained by Koberts and the
war office regarding operations in Na-
tal argues pretly conclusively that ao
important operation at the Tugela is
pending.
